Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  year  has  been  essentially  a  period  of  consolidation  with 
further  steps  being  taken  towards  functional  integration  of  the 
three  branches  of  the  National  Health  Service  preparatory  to  the 
major  changes  envisaged  for  1974. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  group  practices  to  evaluate  the 
attachment  of  nursing  staff  to  general  practitioner  groups.  There 
has  been  an  appraisal  of  the  working  of  such  community  care  teams 
and  where  necessary  suggestions  made  towards  improving  methods  of 
utilising  attached  nursing  staff. 

The  Social  Service  Department  is  now  established  and  links 
have  been  forged  between  the  Officers  concerned  and  Health 
Department  staff.  Relations  between  the  two  departments  are 
close  and  this  is  an  essential  ingredient  in  providing  total 
community  care. 

With  regard  to  the  Child  Health  Service ,  preparations  were 
made  for  the  introduction  on  the  1st  January  1972,  of  the 
integrated  Child  Health  Screening  Programme  with  computer  call  up 
for  appointments.  The  Divisional  staff  are  greatly  involved  with 
this  and  preparations  went  ahead  in  considerable  detail.  Several 
of  the  part-time  and  sessional  doctors,  together  with  general 
practitioners  interested  in  this  aspect  of  medicine,  attended 
County  courses  at  Gately  Health  Centre  and  Eastham  Clinic 
respectively  to  familiarise  themselves  with  screening  techniques. 

The  parents'  first  introduction  to  the  scheme  will  be  by  the 
Health  Visitor,  who  will  discuss  the  scheme  at  her  first  visit  and 
undertake  the  first  group  of  tests  at  6  weeks  in  the  clinic  or  home 
as  is  most  convenient.  Thereafter  the  tests  will  be  undertaken 
alternately  by  medical  officers  and  nurses  who  have  received 
special  training.  The  parents  will  receive  a  postal  invitation 
to  bring  their  child  to  the  local  clinic  at  6  months,  9  months, 

2  years,  and  3  years.  At  4^  years,  the  child  will  be  invited  for 
a  pre-school  medical  examination  as  at  present . 

The  computer  call  up  scheme  for  Cervical  Cystology  has  made 
steady  progress  and  is  gradually  being  extended.  There  has  been, 
also,  testing  of  female  staff  from  schools  and  other  departments 
for  their  immunity  to  Rubella.  This  is  an  important  preventive 
exercise  and  women  who  have  no  natural  immunity  to  Rubella  can 
now  be  offered  vaccination  which  gives  protection  to  subsequent 
unborn  children  from  the  adverse  effects  of  German  Measles. 

In  the  environmental  field  I  made  reference  in  my  last  report 
to  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  bulk  of  this 
report  deals  with  a  wide  variety  of  environmental  health  matters 
which  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  surveillance  and 
supervision  of  communicable  disease  cases  and  contacts  continues 
to  demand  a  considerable  portion  of  their  time.  This  is  particularly 
so  during  the  foreign  holiday  period  which  now  appears  to  extend  from 
April  until  October.  The  tracing  and  surveillance  of  contacts  of 
Cholera  from  areas  in  the  Mediterranean  proved  considerable  and 
very  time  consuming.  The  trend  for  continental  holidays  continues 
and  this  in  turn  is  reflected  in  an  increase  in  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  in  this  important  aspect  of  the  control  of 
communicable  disease. 


My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Baines,  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector, and  his  staff, for  their  loyalty  and  support,  to  the 
Clerk  and  Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  advice 
and  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  constant 
co-operation.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  19^8  -  1951 


Section  47 

Under  this  Section  when  persons  (a)  are  suffering  from  grave 
chronic  disease  or,  being  aged,  infirm,  or  physically  incapacitated, 
are  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and  (b)  are  unable  to  devote 
to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper 
care  and  attention,  the  local  authority  may  apply  to  a  Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  to  remove  the  person  to  a 
suitable  place. 

With  regard  to  the  expeditious  procedure  as  laid  down  in  the 
National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  or  any  duly  qualified  person  acting  for  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  is  authorised  by  the  Council  to  make  the  requisite 
application  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 


Section  50 

Under  this  Section  the  District  Council  has  the  duty  to  arrange 
for  the  burial  of  any  person  who  has  died  in  their  area,  if  no 
suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  are  being  made. 


It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  either  Sections 
during  the  year.

(2)  SWIMMING  BATHS  . -  . 

The  attendances  at  the  swimming  baths  in  1971  numbered  122,400. 

The  Baths  are  open  to  the  public  80-g-  hours  per  week  in  Summer  and 
66Jr  hours  per  week  in  the  Winter. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  approval  was  received  to  build  a 
teaching  pool  adjacent  to  the  existing  swimming  baths,  which  it  is 
hoped  will  alleviate  over-crowding  of  the  main  baths,  and  work  on 
the  new  extension  is  due  to  commence  early  in  1972.  A  new  filtration 
plant  will  also  be  installed  in  January  1972  to  serve  both  the  main 
swimming  baths  and  the  new  extension  pool. 

15  water  samples  were  taken  from  the  swimming  pool  during  the 
year  by  the  Health  Department  and  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  the  hot  baths  section  there  are  four  baths;  891  people  used 
them  during  the  year  which  is  a  decline  in  numbers  over  previous  years. 

Paddling  Pool  -  Church  Walk 

The  new  Childrens'  Playground  has  now  been  completed  adjoining 
Church  Walk  and  Percy  Street,  and  is  proving  as  popular  on  the  new 
site  as  it  did  on  the  old.  It  consists  of  several  items  of  moveable 
equipment,  an  adventure  playground,  and  several  new  items  of  static 
equipment  such  as  climbing  rails,  winding  stairs,  etc.  These  latter 
items  have  been  introduced  on  an  experimental  basis,  to  ascertain 
their  value  from  an  interest  point  of  view  to  the  children,  also 
to  see  if  they  are  capable  of  withstanding  the  very  heavy  usage  to 
which  they  are  subject  throughout  the  Summer  months. 

It  is  of  particular  interest  for  this  Authority  to  find  the  most 
serviceable  form  of  playground  equipment  and  the  best  type  to  withstand 
the  heavy  usage  and  the  vandalism  which  occurs  on  unattended  playgrounds, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  static  equipment  such  as  we  have  introduced 
at  Church  Walk  will  take  very  much  more  heavy  treatment  than  the  more 
orthodox  items.  It  would  seem  that  a  considerable  saving  can  be  made  in 
labour  costs  and  replacement  parts  if  this  type  of  equipment  is  more 
widely  used  in  the  future. 

The  new  Paddling  Pool  in  Church  Walk  has  a  greater  capacity  than  the 
old  one,  20,000  gallons  as  against  18,000,  and  because  of  its  saucer¬ 
shaped  construction  is  very  shallow  at  the  edge,  thus  allowing  very 
small  children  to  use  it  in  complete  safety. 

The  new  Office  Block  and  Toilet  buildings  are  a  definite  improvement 
on  those  which  were  available  at  the  old  Playground. 
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(3)  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  resewerage  of  the  area  of  Winnington  Street  and  Castle 
Street  has  been  completed  and  a  new  syphon  was  laid  under  the 
River  Weaver. 

A  new  separate  surface  water  sewer  has  been  laid  from  the 
Castle  Housing  Redevelopment  Area  down  Weaver  Road  discharging 
into  the  River  Weaver. 

A  new  foul  sewer  inverted  syphon  has  been  laid  under  the 
River  Dane  at  Water  Street  to  replace  the  syphon  which  suffered 
damage,  and  for  the  provision  of  a  surface  water  overflow  sewer 
in  Middlewich  Road  behind  Parkfield  Road,  discharging  into  the 
River  Dane.  Separate  surface  water  sewers  have  been  laid  in 
London  Road  from  Old  Hall  Road  discharging  into  the  River  Dane 
south  of  the  Railway  Viaduct;  from  the  Church  Walk  area  via 
Priory  Street  discharging  into  the  River  Dane  on  the  south  side 
of  Whalley  Road;  and  from  Hartford  Manor  discharging  into  the 
River  Weaver. 

Work  on  resewerage  in  the  Middlewich  Road  area  and  Appleton 
Street  and  Winnington  Lane  area  is  in  progress. 

The  proposals  for  the  Wallerscote  Sewage  Treatment  Works 
have  been  sent  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  schemes 
for  the  Dock  Road  Pumping  Station  are  in  course  of  preparation. 


(4)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

There  is  still  one  chemical  closet  in  the  district  but  this 
is  in  an  area  where  there  is  no  access  to  the  public  sewers. 


(5)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 


There  has  been  little  change  in  this  service  during  1971  and 
a  regular  weekly  service  has  been  maintained.  In  last  year's 
report  it  was  mentioned  that  drivers  of' refuse  vehicles  were 
required  to  possess  a  Heavy  Goods  Vehicle  Licence.  This 
emphasized  the  difficulties  which  were  referred  to. 

Because  of  minimum  storage  facilities  for  refuse  in  one  part 
of  the  district,  which  was  redeveloped,  it  has  been  necessary  to 
give  a  twice  weekly  refuse  collection  service,  I  would  add,  that 
this  was  envisaged  when  the  estate  was  originally  planned. 

In  the  case  of  new  Council  properties,  plastic  holders  and 
polythene  liners  are  still  provided  and  appear  to  be  most 
satisfactory. 

A  new  Dennis  Paxit  Major  Refuse  Vehicle  was  purchased  during 
the  year  and  came  into  service  in  October. 

The  collection  of  surplus  household  refuse  continued  as  a 
free  service.  It  does  cause  a  fair  amount  of  increased  work  but 
in  many  cases  is  carried  out  with  overtime  working  as  it  is 
sometimes  difficult  to  obtain  the  necessary  labour.  In  spite  of 
the  collections  provided  in  the  Urban  area,  dumping  of  all  types 
of  materials  still  continues  and  one  can  only  conclude  therefore, 
that  in  many  cases  this  must  be  done  by  non-residents  of  the  Urban 
area. 


No  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  large  transportable 
containers  but  undoubtedly  this  matter  will  receive  some 
consideration.  The  containers  themselves  are  not  particularly 
attractive  and  objections  are  raised  against  their  siting  also 
against  the  resultant  nuisance  which  can  arise  from  them.  In 
point  of  fact  there  appears  to  be  no  really  satisfactory  answer 
to  dumping  of  materials  other  than  educating  the  public  and 
unfortunately,  the  people  who  carry  out  this  practice  are  either 
not  capable  of  being  educated  or  do  not  wish  it. 
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(5)  REFUSE  COLLECTION  (continued) 


It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  figures  that  the  collection 
and  sale  of  v/aste  paper  is  somewhat  lower  than  for  1970.  It  is 
probable  that  the  reason  for  this  is  due  to  the  trade  recession 
which  has  reduced  the  amount  of  paper  available,  however,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  paper  mills  have  cut-down  their  requirements 
it  has  been  possible  to  dispose  of  all  our  stocks. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  there  were  two  fires  at  the  Depot 
which  were  undoubtedly  caused  by  vandals.  The  main  damage  was  to 
machinery  which  was  completely  burnt  out,  also  approximately  13  tonnes 
of  waste  paper  to  the  value  of  about  £145  was  lost.

I  have  reported  at  the  end  as  an  Appendix,  details  of  salvage 
sold  during  the  period  1950-1971* 

In  this  age  of  public  awakening  to  the  risks  of  environmental 
pollution,  it  is  somewhat  paradoxical  that  whilst  material  progress 
is  made  this  is  sometimes  to  the  detriment  of  the  environment. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  past  years  to  the  replacement  of 
cardboard  and  paper  packaging  with  plastic  materials.  Whilst  at  the 
present  time  there  is  no  appreciable  change,  it  is  noticeable  that 
certain  commodities  are  being  packed  in  plastic  and  polythene  which 
hitherto  were  packed  in  cardboard  boxes.  Undoubtedly  this  will 
increase  and  whilst  at  the  present  time  paper  and  cardboard  can  be 
recovered  and  re-used,  the  same  cannot  be  said  for  polythene  and 
plastic,  or  at  least  it  cannot  be  recovered  and  re-used  with  the  same 
ease  as  cardboard  and  paper. 

No-one  would  feel  inclined  to  have  our  mode  of  life  revert  back 
to  the  days  of  laborious  house-work  with  fires  and  resultant  cinders, 
and  the  burning  of  much  excess  refuse.  The  alternative  appears  to  be 
a  surplus  of  refuse  which,  in  itself,  is  virtually  indestructible 
and  whilst  it  is  not  suggested  that  the  answer  is  readily  available, 
undoubtedly  a  compromise  must  ultimately  be  reached. 

The  number  of  dustbins  renewed  during  the  year  was  487,  this 
being  a  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year.  Obviously  this  is  a 
figure  which  will  alter  yearly  but  it  is  a  reasonable  figure  for 
renewals,  although  in  some  cases  the  life  of  dustbins  is  reduced  by 
people  burning  rubbish  inside  the  bin  and  affecting  the  wear. 

The  renewal  of  dustbins  is  a  Rate-borne  charge  and  is,  without 
doubt,  the  best  system  available.  It  avoids  an  assorted  variety  of 
refuse  containers  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  serving  notices  to 
supply  dustbins  and  of  having  to  take  formal  action  in  the  event  of 
the  notice  not  being  complied  with. 


(6)  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 


Difficulties  were  encountered  during  the  year  with  tipping  on 
the  land  in  Saxons  Lane.  Reference  was  made  in  last  year's  report 
to  the  fact  that  this  was  a  very  difficult  site  and  finally 
circumstances  arose  which  necessitated  leaving  the  site  until  the 
area  could  be  improved.  Fortunately,  it  was  possible  to  obtain  a 
reasonable  area  of  an  old  lime  bed  from  one  of  the  local  firms  and 
for  the  time  being  the  tipping  problem  is  not  serious.

(6)  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE  (continued) 


Although  tipping  has  been  .carried  out  very  satisfactorily  and 
controlled  as  far  as  circumstances  would  allow,  it  must  be  admitted 
that  this  method  of  disposal  will  need  to  be  reviewed  although  it 
may  take  several  years  before  the  necessary  finance  and  plant  are 
available.  Possibly  on  this  particular  site  controlled  tipping 
has  certain  advantages,  since  there  is  a  desire  to  reclaim  lan 
at  a  reasonably  high  rate  so  that  some  future  use  can  be  made 

of  it . 


Reference  has  been  made  to  the  constant  change  in  the  content 
of  refuse  and  it  is  hoped  that  eventually  some  better  means  of 
disposal  will  be  available  before  the  difficulties  which  arise  in 
trying  to  dispose  of  plastics  and  polythene  become  too  great. 


When  the  prospects  of  reorganization  become  more  of  a  reality, 
the  question  of  refuse  disposal  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  and  the 
larger  Authorities  will  be  in  a  better  position  to  deal  with  the 

problem. 


Although  it  is  possible  to  be  critical  of  the  methods  of 
disposal  of  refuse,  it  is  only  fair  to  point  out  several  areas 
in  the  town  which  have  been  reclaimed  and  put  to  some  satisfactory 
use.  In  one  particular  case  in  Manchester  Road,  a  piece  of  land 
which  was  low  lying  and  water-logged  is  now  the  site  of  a  petrol 
station  and  a  large  wholesale  warehouse.  As  m  many  things,  the 
process  of  dealing  with  a  commodity  often  causes  objections ,  whils 
the  resultant  product  is  the  source  of  commendation. 


(7)  CANAL  BOATS 

There  are  still  40  Canal  Boats  registered  with  the  Authority. 

It  is  possible  that  many  of  these  Canal  Boats  are  no  longer  m  use 
as  such  and  there  is  reason  to  think  that  some  have  been  converted 
into  pleasure-boats.  It  will  be  necessary  to  revise  the  register 
but  many  difficulties  arise  in  trying  to  trace  owners  of  boats  and  ^ 
circumstances  within  the  Department  during  the  year  have  not  alio 
this  up-dating  to  be  carried  out. 


(8)  LICENSED  CARAVAN  SITES 

The  situation  in  Northwich  regarding  caravan  sites  sh^ws  no 
change  from  previous  years,  although  difficulties  are  beginning  to 
arise  in  the  Council's  attempt  to  re-develop  the  site  which  is  used 
by  Show  people.  There  is  no  legal  responsibility  for  the  Council 
find  alternative  accommodation  for  the  occupants  of  this  site,  but 
it  is  realized  and  accepted  that  hardship  will  be  caused  if  the 
occupants  have  to  leave  without  a  suitable  alternative  site  being 
available.  Every  possible  attempt  has  been  made,  without  success, 
to  obtain  a  site  and  at  this  stage  it  is  impossible  to  know  what 

the  outcome  will  be . 

There  have  been  no  other  problems  with  regard  to  the  parking 
of  caravans  within  the  district. 


(9)  CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  1967 

The  position  with  regard  to  the  disposal  of  extraneous  materials 
has  continued  as  in  previous  years  and  because  the  collections  appear 
to  be  on  the  increase,  householders  are  probably  becoming  more  aware 
of  the  Council's  service  of  collecting  extraneous  materials  and 
surplus  household  furniture.  In  many  cases  this  is  probably  due 
people  refurnishing  and  requiring  an  outlet  for  old  and  disposable 
household  effects.  Dumping  of  various  materials  still  continues  u 
it  seems  to  confine  itself  to  certain  sites. 
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(9)  CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  (continued) 


Consideration  will,  no  doubt,  be  given  to  the  provision  of 
removeable  containers  to  receive  this  material,  but  this  does  not 
necessarily  ensure  that  a  satisfactory  outcome  will  result.  There 
is  evidence  that  where  these  containers  are  in  use,  difficulties 
exist  in  the  siting  of  them  and  unless  they  are  used  in  a  proper 
manner,  they  become  a  greater  nuisance  by  their  presence  than  would 
exist  if  the  present  situation  were  to  continue . 

The  removal  of  old  and  abandoned  vehicles  continues  to  be 
carried  out  satisfactorily.  There  are  instances  where  delay  does 
occur  but  this,  in  many  cases,  is  due  to  difficulties  in  tracing 
owners.  The  Act  does  provide  for  quick  action  in  certain  cases 
but  it  is  felt  to  be  more  desirable  than  an  owner  is  traced  and 
notified  before  a  vehicle  is  removed.  In  some  cases  owners  of  old 
vehicles  seek  the  assistance  of  the  Department  in  order  that  they 
can  themselves  dispose  of  their  own  vehicles. 


(10)  PEST  CONTROL 


This  section  of  environmental  health  is  probably  becoming  more 
important  than  has  been  the  case  in  past  years,  although  vermin  have 
always  been  a  nuisance.  With  the  awareness  of  environmental  pollution 
and  people  becoming  more  knowledgeable  because  of  Press  and  Television 
reports,  much  more  concern  is  being  expressed  over  this  problem. 

As  stated  in  last  year's  report,  many  years  ago  the  Health 
Departments'  Pest  Control  generally  dealt  with  bugs  and  fleas  and 
the  odd  rat  but  the  position  is  now  completely  altered.  As  regards 
this  district,  the  work  involved  with  bugs  and  fleas  is  minimal  but 
rats  and  mice  seem  to  be  creating  greater  problems.  Whilst  we  have 
not  yet  had  any  insurmountable  difficulties,  possibly  due  to  regular 
changes  of  poison  bait,  there  is  a  greater  difficulty  in  dealing  with 
mice  infestations. 

The  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  some  new  type  of  poison 
should  be  made  available  which  will  be  capable  of  dealing  with  rats 
and  mice  but,  at  the  same  time,  be  reasonably  safe  in  the  event  of 
being  consumed  by  children  and  domestic  pets. 

The  general  public  are  much  more  conscious  of  rat  and  mice 
infestations  and  are  becoming  more  ready  to  notify  the  Department 
when  these vexist. 

It  does  seem  that  living  in  an  age  of  greater  scientific  knowledge 
than  existed  years  ago  produces  problems  in  as  much  that  whilst  pests 
can  be  dealt  with,  residues  are  left  which,  in  turn,  can  build  up  and 
be  a  source  of  danger  in  polluting  the  environment,  e.g.  D.D.T.  It  is 
generally  known  that  certain  treatments  have  had  to  be  discontinued  or 
curtailed  and  alternatives  are  not  always  readily  available.  This  is 
particularly  applicable  to  insect  control. 

Although  for  many  years  the  number  of  feral  pigeons  have  been 
rather  few,  there  does  seem  to  be  an  increase  and  nuisances  are  likely 
to  arise  in  one  or  two  places  in  the  town.  Unfortunately,  the  method 
of  dealing  with  pigeons  is  not  particularly  easy  and  one  of  the  great 
difficulties  is  that  in  trapping  there  is  a  great  amount  of  public 
sympathy  for  the  pigeons,  but  the  same  public  are  the  first  to  complain 
if  they  are  affected  by  them.  Although  this  nuisance  existed  several 
years  ago,  it  was  successfully  eradicated  and  no  doubt  it  will  be 
possible  to  do  the  same  again. 

The  work  carried  out  by  the  Pest  Control  Assistant  is  increasing 
to  the  point  when  he  will  have  difficulty  in  being  able  to  deal  with  all 
complaints.  At  the  same  time  it  is  habdly  likely  that  there  will  be 
enough  work  for  two  Assistants.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  give  a  satisfactory  service  until  such  time  that  Local  Government 
Re-organization  will  allow  a  reappraisal  of  this  service  in  connection 
with  the  formation  of  a  new  Authority. 
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(10)  PEST  CONTROL  (continued) 


It  has  been  possible  to  maintain  the  refuse  tips  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  from  the  point  of  view  of  pests  and, 
although  treatment  for  ants  is  not  given  as  a  general  practice, 
it  has  been  necessary  in  a  few  cases  where  it  is  beyond  the 
control  of  the  occupier  to  assist  with  this  difficulty.  It  will 
be  noticed  that  there  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
treatment  given  to  deal  with  wasps  nests.  Generally  the-  treatment 
given  is  in  addition  to  advice  which  is  always  available  to  people 
who  are  satisfied  they  can  carry  out  their  own  treatments.

(11)  RAG.  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLINGS  MATERIALS  ACT,  1931

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(12)  PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 


There  are  three  premises  licensed  under  this  Act;  all  are 
regularly  inspected  and  conditions  are  satisfactory. 


(13)  CLEM  AIR  ACT,  1936 


The  position  in  respect  of  clean  air  shows  no  appreciable 
change.  At  the  same  time,  due  again  to  public  approach  and  general 
enlightenment,  a  natural  change  is  taking  place  with  the  installation 
of  central  heating  and  more  convenient  and  improved  methods  of  heating. 

Although  the  Local  Authority  have  not  proceeded  with  any  Clean  Air 
Zones,  new  properties,  are  provided  with  forms  of  central  heating  which 
comply  with  the  Clean  Air  requirements  and  this,  coupled  with  the 
efforts  of  people  making  improvements  to  their  properties,  is  gradually 
producing  the  desired,  effect. 

Some  years  ago  in  the  days  of  steam  trains ,  when  the  railway 
sidings  were  situated  at  Northwich  Station,  the  effect  was  particularly 
noticeable  in  misty  weather.  Since  the  discontinuance  of  steam  train 
working,  however,  it  can  be  noted  that  the  density  of  fog  and  mist  in 
this  particular  area  has  decreased,  which  illustrates  that  Clean  Air 
does  help  to  minimise  the  intensity  of  mist  and  fog. 

The  progress  being  made  in  the  alteration  of  furnaces  at  the 
various  Plants  belonging  to  the  main  local  industry  is  proceeding 
satisfactorily.  It  is  estimated  that  during  1972,  the  conversion  at 
one  Plant  will  be  completed  and  at  the  remaining  Plants,  the  work  will 
be  well  advanced. 

In  view  of  the  type  of  the  main  local  industry,  a  close  liaison 
is  maintained  with  the  Management  of  the  Firm,  in  conjunction  with 
H.M.  Alkali  Inspector. 


(14)  MORTUARY 


There  is  little  change  in  the  position  regarding  the  mortuary 
but  for  the  information  of  anyone  who  is  not  familiar  with  this 
facility,  the  mortuary  is  available  for  the  Northwich  Urban  District 
and  for  certain  adjoining  parishes  in  the  Rural  District.  Admission 
for  deaths  occurring  in  other  than  normal  circumstances  is  under  the 
authority  of  the  Police  and  during  the  year  63  such  admissions  were  made. 

The  chapel  in  the  mortuary  is  used  as  a  Chapel  of  Rest,  flowers 
being  provided  from  the  Council's  Parks  Department.  This  is  a  facility 
which  is  greatly  appreciated  by  those  who  have  insufficient  room  at  home 
to  keep  a  body  pending  interment.  There  were  127  such  admissions  during 
the  year. 


(15)  FACTORIES  ACT,  1961 

Northwich  is  fortunate  in  having  various  chemical  works  in  the 
town,  which  are  owned  by  I.C.I  Ltd.,  and  provide  a  large  proportion 
of  the  employment.  At  the  same  time,  whilst  there  are  other  industries, 
particularly  a  Steel  Works,  Leather  Works  and  Clothing  Factories,  it 
would  be  a  great  asset  if  other  industries  could  be  attracted  to  the 
town  in  order  to  overcome  any  difficulties  which  could  arise  by  the  main 
source  of  employment  being  in  one  direction. 


Inspections  are  carried  out,  as  necessary,  under  this  Act  and  since, 
in  the  main,  they  are  covered  by  the  Factory  Inspector,  it  is  probably 
better  that  instead  of  duplicating  inspections  in  one  sphere,  efforts 
are  directed  to  other  parts  of  environmental  health.

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(16)  SHOPS  ACT,  1930 


As  most  people  will  be  aware,  this  Act  deals  with  legislation, 
some  of  which  has  been  in  existence  since  1912  and  subsequent  years 
up  to  1938.  In  1930 »  these  various  Acts  were  collected  and  re-enacted 
under  this  Act.  It  deals  with  the  closing  hours  of  shops,  etc*,  and 
is  administered  by  the  Urban  Council  as  Agents  for  the  Cheshire 
County  Council.  It  is  probably  true  to  say  that  it  is  an  Act  which 
has  outlived  its  useful  life  and  should  be  replaced  with  some  other 
more  up  to  date  legislation,  although  undoubtedly  great  difficulty 
would  arise  in  attempting  to  do  this. 

(17)  OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

Normal  routine  inspections  have  continued  to  be  made  under  the 
Act  but  the  figures  for  1971  are  down  somewhat  on  previous  years, 
mainly  because  of  the  shortage  of  staff  but  also  because  of  the 
pressure  of  other  work. 

New  registrations  for  the  year  total  27  but  only  in  a  few  cases 
did  the  occupiers  know  of  the  requirement  to  register. 

In  the  other  cases,  the  Local  Authority  Inspectors  made  the  first 
approach  to  the  occupier  and  explained  the  requirements  of  the  Act. 

In  the  majority  of  these  cases,  the  premises  and  businesses  were  small, 
employing  only  one  or  two  people .  The  bigger  firms  in  this  area  now 
seem  to  have  established  a  system  of  registration  or  cancellation 
whenever  a  change  occurs. 

The  same  comments  concerning  established  practice  would  seem  to 
apply  regarding  the  notification  of  accidents.  Six  accidents  notified 
in  the  year  were  all  from  firms  or  businesses  of  considerable  size  and 
one  wonders  whether  or  not  accidents  happen  to  personnel  employed  in 
the  smaller  businesses. 

Generally  premises  within  the  Urban  District  comply  with  the  Act 
and  Regulations.  Most  of  the  new  registrations  are  for  new  premises 
which  basically  comply,  but  minor  items  such  as  thermometers  and 
first-aid  materials,  etc.,  in  most  cases  have  to  be  requested. 

In  these  new  premises  the  attention  of  the  occupier  is  always  drawn 
to  the  conditions  of  safety  and  the  need  to  notify  accidents.

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(19)  SLUM  CLEARANCE 


The  re-development  of  the  area  contained  in  the  Castle  No.  1 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  1965  continued  and,  although  progress 
was  made,  there  were  certain  delays  due  to  properties  having  to  be 
purchased.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  demolition  and  re-develop¬ 
ment  of  this  area  emphasizes  the  need  for  land  to  be  purchased  and 
developed  in  advance  of  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders,  so  that  families 
affected  by  these  Orders  could  be  moved  to  suitable  alternative 
accommodation,  which  would  allow  the  areas  to  be  cleared  and 
re-developed  as  a  whole  rather  than  piece-meal  as  has  been  the 
case  in  this  instance. 

In  the  area  known  as  The  Triangle,  properties  are  still  being 
purchased  and  demolitions  taking  place.  No  re-development  of  the 
area  has  yet  taken  place  although,  as  stated  in  last  year's  report, 
the  first  re-development  will  be  the  extension  of  Chester  Way  in 
order  to  relieve  traffic  congestion  in  this  part  of  the  town. 

The  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  respect  of  Jubilee  Street,  to 
which  reference  was  made  in  last  year's  report,  was  confirmed  on  the 
26th  March  1971,  with  a  slight  modification.  Commencement  was  made 
on  the  purchasing  of  the  properties  and,  as  stated  in  the  last  report, 
the  cleared  site  would  probably  be  rc— developed  for  industrial  purposes. 

In  this  report  on  slum  clearance,  reference  has  been  made  to  the 
difficulties  of  re-housing  because  of  the  lack  of  suitable  land  for 
housing  purposes.  Not  only  does  this  lack  of  housing  create  difficulties 
in  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  but  prevents  further  progress  being  made 
in  dealing  with  unsatisfactory  houses.  It  cannot  be  emphasized  too 
much  that  when  properties  reach  a  certain  stage  of  deterioration,  the 
only  real  remedy  is  demolition,  and  to  attempt  any  other  course  of 
action  only  results  in  further  difficulties.  Until  sufficient  land 
is  available  for  house  building,  the  position  with  regard  to  slum 
clearance  and  dealing  with  all  types  of  housing  will  be  stunted. 


(20)  INDIVIDUAL  UNFIT  HOUSES 


Two  houses  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  one  formally  under 
Section  l6  of  the  Housing  Act  1957,  and  one  informally  where  the 
owner  gave  an  undertaking  not  to  re-let . 


(21)  GRANTS  FOR  THE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  OLD  HOUSES- 

The  position  in  respect  of  Improvement  Grants  did  show  some 
improvement,  particularly  with  Discretionary  Grants.  Where  possible 
applicants  are  advised  to  have  Discretionary  Grants  so  that  houses  can 
be  brought  up  to  a  very  high  standard  of  both  repair  and  modernisation. 
There  is  a  greater  consciousness,  particularly  amongst  owner/occupiers, 
of  the  advantages  of  Improvement  Grants  hence  the  increase  of  Discretionary 
Grants  during  the  year . 

Northwich  does  lend  itself  to  Improvement  Areas  but  it  is  not 
possible  to  pursue  the  question  of  Improvement  Areas  because  of  many 
other  commitments.  It  is  likely  tnat  there  is  some  link  between 
having  Improvement  Areas  and  a  vigorous  slum  clearance  programme 
since  it  will  be  possible,  in  some  cases,  to  link  the  two  schemes 
together  so  that  the  shortage  of  houses  does  have  some  indirect 
bearing  on  dealing  with  Improvement  Areas.  I  did  state  in  last  year's 
report  that  the  prospect  of  saving  poor  houses  by  improving  them  does 
appear  to  be  attractive  but  the  realities  of  such  schemes  are  often 
prohibitive  in  cost,  so  that  whilst  one  can  link  some  Clearance  and 
Improvement  Areas  to  work  side  by  side,  Improvement  Areas  should  not 
replace  Clearance  Areas .

The  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1939 

The  number  of  Distributors  of  milk  in  the  Urban  District  is 
48  and  no  milk  is  produced  within  the  boundaries. 

The  duties  of  milk  sampling  are  carried  out  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  since  they  are  responsible  for  the  licensing 
Distributors  in  respect  of  Special  Designated  Milk.

Two  of  the  major  complaints  are  the  over-loading  of  cabinets  and 
the  non-rotation  of  stocks.  It  is,  of  course,  essential  that  food 
for  deep  freezing  is  of  excellent  quality  in  the  first  place  and  the 
dangers  of  thawing  and  re-freezing  have  to  be  recognised* 

Deep  freezing  food  does  somewhat  indicate  the  amount  of  food  which 
was  probably  lost  before  this  method  of... preservation  came  to  the  fore, 
although  if  faults  develop  in  refrigeration  units,  the  losses  are  very 
great.  Whilst  it  is  of  some  concern  that  good  food  is  wasted,  the 
chances  are  that  much  of  this  food  would  have  been  lost  originally 
if  refrigeration  had  not  been  available  and  possibly  much  more  besides, 
since  an  enormous  amount  of  frozen  food  is  now  sold. 

The  amount  of  food  condemned  during  the  year  indicates  an  increase 
particularly  in  the  case  of  frozen  food,  which  somewhat  emphasizes  the 
points  made  as  to  the  increased  popularity  of  this  particular  type  of 
food-stuff.

THE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  (HYGIENE)  REGULATIONS  19^8 

One  slaughterhouse  closed  in  October  leaving  two  which  are  fully 
operational. The  owner  of  the  one  which  closed  did  not  feel  that  the 
continued  improvements  were  justified  by  his  use  of  the  slaughterhouse, 
but  in  the  case  of  the  other  two,  the  owners  are  only  too  willing  to 
carry  out  every  possible  improvement  to  maintain  the  high  standard 
that  exists. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  by  a  Veterinary 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  other 
than  minor  points,  everything  was  quite  satisfactory. 


(7)  MEAT  INSPECTION  REGULATIONS 

It  has  been  possible,  in  spite  of  staff  shortages,  to  maintain  a 
100%  meat  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  offals  slaughtered  in  the 
Urban  District.

It  should  be  appreciated  that  these  hours  are  varied  if  any  unusual 
circumstances  arise  which  warrant  any  alteration. 


No  difficulties  arise  between  the  meat  trade  and  the  Department 
and  there  is  every  co-operation.  There  has  been  a  slight  increase  m 
the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year  and  except .  in  one 
case  of  all  animals  slaughtered  there  was  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis, 
which  is  a  reflection  on  the  excellent  work  carried  out  by  the  Veterinary 
Officers  in  dealing  with  tuberculosis  amongst  live  animals. 


As  stated  in  previous  years,  the  quality  of  meat  slaughtered  and 
sold  in  Northwich  is  of  a  very  high  standard  and  efforts  are  constan  ly 
made  to  maintain  and  improve  good  hygienic  practices. 

Private  slaughterhouses  compare  very  favourably  with  large  abattoirs 
and  personal  attention  is  given  by  the  owners  who  are  anxious  to  maintain 
slaughterhouses  in  a  high  standard.  Difficulties  still  exist  in  provid  g 
suitable  surface  finishes  for  slaughterhouses,  having  regard  to 
the  problems  of  finding  something  which  will  stand  up  to  steam,  grease, 

blood  and  water.

(10)  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  I960 


Standards  of  food  hygiene  are  constantly  becoming  a  subject 
of  great  criticism,  partly  due  to  a  more  knowledgeable  public 
through  publicity  in  the  Press  and  on  the  radio  and  television, 
which  is  all  to  the  good.  In  order  to  gain  the  full  benefit  of 
this  consciousness,  customers  should  regard  themselves  as 
potential  Inspectors  and  report  any  faults  to  the  Department 
rather  than  ignore  bad  practices.  Unfortunately,  it  is  not  possihle 
for  every  food  shop  to  be  under  surveillance  all  the  time  it  is 
open,  and  however  good  the  inspection  service  provided,  the  shops 
must  obviously  continue  with  their  own  knowledge  and  not  under  the 
supervision  of  an  Inspector. 

If  customers  are  able  to  report  bad  practices  to  the  Department, 
it  gives  an  opportunity  to  visit  and  put  right  dubious  actions  or 
ignorance  of  hygiene  practices. 

It  has  been  referred  to  elsewhere  that  people  employed  in  the 
food  trade  are  often  without  qualifications  or  previous  knowledge 
and  are  ignorant  as  to  what  is  good  or  bad  practice. 

Another  problem  which  is  likely  to  increase  is  in  the  sale  of 
wrapped  food.  From  many  aspects  this  method  of  sale  is  very 
commendable  but  unless  great  care  is  exercised  it  can  also  produce 
the  growth  of  mould,  with  the  ultimate  result  that  the  manufacturer, 
retailer,  customer  and  the  Department  become  involved  in  an  episode 
with  unsatisfactory  food,  when  the  original  intention  was  to  achieve 
improved hygiene  methods.  There  is  little  doubt  that  the  more 
sophisticated  things  become,  the  greater  will  be  the  change  in  the 
type  of  problem  which  will  arise.  It  is  sometimes  difficult  to 
assess  whether  some  aspects  of  progress  are  worthwhile,  the  answer 
obviously  being  that  if  one  can  produce  more  hygienic  methods, 
caution  must  be  exercised  to  prevent  or  cure  the  problems  which 
arise  from  these  advancements. 

The  facilities  at  the  Market  continue  to  be  extremely  good  and 
no  open  food,  except  fruit  and  vegetables,  is  sold  in  the  Open 
Market .  The  food  stallholders  try  to  co-operate  in  every  way  with 
the  Health  Department  in  the  running  of  the  Market.
